The Better Business Bureau 
said promoters recruit begin- 
ners to Invest In promotions of 
pens of office 8un>Ues by mall 
order. 

The Council of Better Busi- 
ness Bureaus, of which the 
Better Business Bureau Is a 
member^ said a mimber of com- 
plaints have been received from 
persons who Invested In such 
RUiil order promotions. 

One example, said the BBB, 
U a mail order business offer 
to beginners by Nelson James, 
Inc., a California firm 
operating as Spectrum Pens 
Division, San Mateo, and Tiffany 
Writing Instrumeirts, Inc.,Bur- 
lingame. Both are controlled by 
the same two persons, Glen M. 
Nelson and James D. McGraw. 

Under their plan, according 
to the BBB, a mall order novice, 
called an assodate dlstrlbirtOT, 
Apm a contract requlAng an 
Investment of $1,147 for an 
Initial malUng to a list of 2,500 
"exclusive computer selected" 
business firms for the purpose 
of soliciting orders for ball 
pcdptpens. 

For his Investmeirt, the as- 



sociate distributor receives a 
list of 2,500 prospects, the same 
numlser of sales brochures, en- 
velopes, sample pens and other 
Incentive-stimulators. Besides 
Ids Investment, he also has to 
pay for postage, labor and otiwr 
additional costs Involved in 
mailing the promotioial 
materials. 

In addition, the contract re- 
quires three more mailings a 
year, even if the returns on the 
first mailing are negligible. 

The BBB's received com- 
plaints charging that the 
"market directors" who sigh 
up the associate distributors 
assure prospects that profits 
from the first mailing will pay 
for the second, even though the' 
contract does not specif any 
minimum return. 

Complainants reported re- 
ceiving from noorder$ to less 
than 10. Of those who got a

The "compiler salected" 
lists were said to be frcmi^ 
well known credit i«portt^ 
agency.

— The^Hty^oundl^ltta Mk^d 
Qiat the State Parks Com|ni8- 
sioner and the National Guard's 
Adjutant General appear Jan. 
18 to explain what the state 
intends to do with its proper- 
ty in the city. 

Council asked that P arks 
Commissioner Benjamin H. 
Bolen reveal his master plan 
for development of the False 
Capes State Park and that Gen.

The request for appearances 
stems from recent land acquis- 
itions by the state in the False 
Capes area, indicating that the

Last Month the state con- 
demned for purchase about 800 
acres of land owned by Frank 
Batten, hetad of LandnflMrCom- 
munications, Inc. The state 
already owns several hundred 
acres of land in the 4,000-acre 
site and council said it was 
under Uie impression it would 
buy only that tract and quit. 

Now it appears that ttie state 
will continue to purchase land 
unttl it owns all of the land 
south of the National Wildlife 
and Game Refuge to the North 
Carolina state line. 

Several councilmen have ex- 
prised the opinion that if the 
state continues to take private- 
ly-held land for parks, the city 
won't have a tax base left when 
the action is completed. 

The state now owns Seashore 
State Park, Camp Pendleton, 
the 475-acre Barbour HiU tract 
and several oUier small parcels 
of land within the dty. 

Bolen saidbe will send Parks 
attorney, James R. McKenry, 
to discuss any Upl pr(A)lems 
involved but that be doiMed 
if he would appear. He said 
the master plan for development 
won't be ready ttx at least 60 
days.

They were not rapping the 
school administration's 
knuckles for proposing amuNi- 
mlilion dollar bond referendum 
to buttd more schools. They 
were telling City Council and 
the Planning l^rtment that 
nvuch of the responsibility fbr 



this continued growth In school 
population rests with them. 
That only they are empowered 
to control housing of such pro- 
portions thai the city cannot 
keep abreost of the school 
population. 

The School Board has done 
what it thought had to be done. 
And the people have said we 
do not believe more schools 
will solve the problem. 

If the truth were known, Jhe 
school leaders probably ex- 
pected this referendum vote to 
produce a reflection of the 
feelings of the citizenry. They 
have been plagued for years 
with a growing school problem 
over which they had little 
control, other than try to keep 
producing enough classrooms 
to meet the demand. 

Now the problem has been 
placed where it belonged all 
the time... In the lops of City 
Council and the Planning De- 
partment, in months to come, 
as the lack of school rooms 
becomes more and more cri- 
tical, the pressure will be put

We said last week that this 
bond Issue would buy time... 
time to find an answer. The 
voters did not agree. And now 
titere Is no additional time. 

School administrators must 
begin now to study methods 
which will keep the eduootlonal 
quality level high and the dollar 
cost low. Thafs no easy task. 
And City Council must begin 
now to study the effects of 
multi-resident housli^. Con- 
tinued girowth is not neccess- 
arily progress. Somewhere 
between the two studies there 
Is on answer.

Volunteer Firemen To 
Continue Many Years 



Mayor Donald H. Rhodes this 
past week indicated that a good 
amount d time will pass be- 
fore paid firemen rei^ace the 
present system of Volunteer 
firemen. 

During his address d tbe in- 
stallation of newly elected of- 
ficers of the Plaza Volunteer 
Fire Department & Rescue 
Squad, Rhodes referred to a 
recent fire consultants' report 
which recommended the re- 
pladng of volunteer firemen 
with paid firemen.

Miller warned, however, a- 
gdnst the fdlure of sudi pro- 
grams through the lack d pu- 
blic support. He sdd Oat 
"unless the peqde d tte com- 
mudty become involved, and 
siq^rt local programs, they 



won't work. The tin» has come 
to pd the shoulder to to wheel 
and give support to local work 
in the dn« field so thd we 
can wipe this particular can- 
cer od of our comroudty hfe."

In the secovA half of the book, 
we find a wealth of infornui- 
tion in James Fisher's history 
of the world conservaticm move- 
ment—the only one of its kind 
ever to be comidled. The World 
WildUfe Fund and tlie Inter- 
lafioml Union forConservatl<m 
of Nature and Natural Re- 
sources assisted in this monu- 
mental task. 

It is interesting to nc^ that 
America was the first coun- 
try to establish a wiUerness 
refuge in setting aside Yellow- 
stone National Park in 1872 
for this ^rpose. Mr. Fisher 
sts (country by country) the 
efforts of many nationa in es- 
tablishing nationaV^arks 
throughout the world. Another 
Ust with illustrated lin^ draw- 
ings gives tte reader a con- 
cise [dcture of the extinct and 
endangered birds and mammals 
of the world. 

Conservation is in, and world 
leaders are fortunately aware 
erf the urgent need for people 
to be educated in improving 
oar environment. This book 
does not merely advocate con- 
servation of extinct wildlife, 
but encompasses the whole 
scope of ecology.

To the Editor: 

In response to your latest Sun 
Survey, concerning Qie planned 
state park at False Cape, I 
want you to know that I am 
wholeheartedly and unequivo- 
cally in favor of the State's 
acquisition of the 4400 acres 
of sand-tMrrier reef lying be- 
tween the Back Bay KatiMial 
WildUfe Refuge and the North 
Carolina line. 

The Virginia Beach resort 
strip is already the Miami 
Beach of the mid-Atlantic 
states, at best, an undeniably 
dubious distinction. If one is 
to take at face value the con- 
sensus which continues to be 
the hallmark of the Virginia 
Beach City Councll'-a type of 
thinking notable for its incred- 
ible myopia and obsession with 
a diminished tax base— the im- 
pression is inescapable that the 
City would like nothing l)etter^ 
than approve an unchecked pro- 
liferation, from Fort Story to 
North Carolina, of a hodgepodge 
of gas s t a t i ns, drive-in ea- 
teries, hostelried, and houses. 
The foresi^t of the City 
Fathers has been so beclouded 
l>y the mesmerizing visions of 
dancing dollar signs that open 
space— "undeveloped" land, 
devoid of nuui and manmade 
structures— inhabited only by 
indigenous flora and fauna, is 
to be abhorred as a vacuum. 
For example, the City does not 
perceive the precious worth, 
ecological, aesthetic, spiritual, 
of the Back Bay National Wild- 
life Refuge; to the local ad- 
ministrators who have Uie po- 
sition and influence to prevent 
further encroachments upcmthe 
Refuge, or at least can ac- 
tively support the Department 
of the Interior in its struggle 
to protect the RefUge, or at 
least can actively support the 
Department of the Interior in 
its struggle to protect flie Re- 
Aige's Integrity, this wildlife 
sanctuary is viewed with a very 
jaundiced eye— aa area under 
Federal aegis, thank God, which 
has blocked the extension of the 
Sandbridge community, a prime 
candidate for the model of poor 
land-use plannings. 

Primarily because of here- 
tofore largely unchecked com- 
mercial and residential expan- 
sion, oceanfront property Is 
some of the scarcest land in 
the world— most especially any 
stretch of unspoiled s^realcmg 
the Eastern seaboard. Does 
anyone really t)elleve tar a mo- 
ment that real-estate develop^ 
ment would not be continuous 
south of Sandbridge were the 
Back Bay National Wildlife Re- 
fuge nonexistent? I think not. 
We all had better be doing 
some serious, fast thMUiv a- 
bout which vaiues and experi- 
ences we deem essential for file 
nourishment of a more mean- 
ingful life. Will the wlldernees 
experience be (me of these? How 
'much beach near crowded dtles 
Is there where a man can find 
solitude, and gain respite from 
the mounting tenslcms of an In- 
creasingly urbanized society?

Figure compiled l^ the VI r- 
gida Beach PoUce Department 
show tbe resort dty eqwri- 
enced a mixed trend of incresse 
and decrease in criminal ac- 
tivities during 1970, with tbe 
most notable increase occur- 
ring In violii^ons of narcotic 
and drug control laws. 

The report, which includes 
a study of virtually every pos- 
sible criminal violiUion of the 
State and City Codes, v^n com- 
pered to the national "Uniform 
Crime Report", indicates a 
simiHar trend also existe in 
other Udemter dties.

Of prime concern in the re- 
port are those offenses invol- 
ving what are classified as ma- 
jor crimes including nuirder 
and non-negligent nunslsugh- 
ter, fordlbe rape, robbery, 
malicious assaulte, burglary, 
grand larcency (Involviivtbeftft 
representing a loss t^li^ 
over $100), and auto theft. 

The most dgmflca^imsrease 
in major crimes against ano- 
ther person were noted intboM 
often referred to as "crimes 
of passion", murder and non- 
negligent manslauf^er. Last 
year there were 11 sucb of- 
fenses, while only 4 were re- 
corded during 1969.
